Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed applicant's concerns regarding the non-entry of the 
supplemental after final amendment filed 12/04/2006. As explained, it is the examiner's position that the proposed 
amendments were properly not entered in accordance with 37 CFR 41.33. In particular, the proposed amendments 
cancelled dependent claims in a manner that affected the scope of other pending claims (ex. 2-4, 10-14, 19-22) in the 
proceeding. Furthermore, the proposed amendment did not merely rewrite the dependent claims in independent form 
as opposed to amending claims that are already in independent form. Consistent with the proposed amendment, it 
was stated that a newly submitted amendment would be entered for the purposes of appeal if the applicant rewrote 
dependent claims 6 and 16 as independent claims and cancelled the remaining claims not previously dependent 
thereon (leaving only claims 6-9 and 16-18 pending) as allowed by 37 CFR 41.33. Alternatively, it was suggested that 
the applicant could simply argue all the claims rejected in the final rejection in an amended appeal brief. As discussed, 
the applicant indicated he would file a petition and the examiner reminded the applicant that the filing of a petition 
would not toll the time period running for filing an amended appeal brief. 
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
